WARRIORS HOLD DANCES 


More Defiant as They Proceed 
Northward—Ranchmen 
Are Powerless, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

GILLEI'TE, Wyo., Oct. 24.—The Ute 
Indians, who are running away from 
their reservation in Utah and against 
whom United States cavalry has taken 
the field, have been found 40 miles north 
of this place, and Capt. Johnson, in com- 
mand of Company F, Tenth Cavalry, 
now encamped here, has just returned 
from a pow-wow with the chiefs of the 
tribe. The Indians refuse to return and 
declare their intention of fighting if in- 
terlerred with. 

Three hundred braves, well armed and 
with a large supply of ammunition, at- 
tended the council, standing around a 
circle in which Capt. Johnson and the 
chiefs of the tribe held their talk. 

The Redskins said they would welcome 
war, that they would not return to the 
barren reservation which had been allot- 
ed them in Utah, and the older Indians 
told Capt. Johnson that they would all 
die fighting rather than return. where 
there was nothing but starvation for 
them. 

The Indians insisted on continuing 
their way either to the Sioux Indian 
country of South Dakota or the Crow 
country of Montana. 

Capt. Johnson, accompanied by simply 
an orderly and a scout, left Gillette 
early Monday morning. They § struck 
across country and hit the trail of the 
Indians on Powder River, made‘ famous 
by Custer, Reno, Crook and other In- 
dian fighters. 

Pow-wow Is Held. 

Indian scouts had reported to = the 
Utes that three men were following 
them .and the chiefs waited for Capt. 
Johnson to arrive. As s00n as the pow- 
wow was over the Indians broke camp 
and started again northward, while 
Capt. Johnson returned to Gillette and 
requested the war department to send 
him more troops. 

The Tenth Cavalry will remain at 
Gillette to protect that place until the 


Indians get too far away to cause any 
— or until more troops § arrive 
1ere. 

Ranchmen have reported that the 
Utes have had two war dances since 
they started northward, and that they 
are more defiant as they get further 
from civilization. They rob sheep and 
cattle camps with’ impunity, making 
such a show of force that the men in 
ch of the camp recognize that re- 
sistance is useless.

whatever he can get for his products. 
Farmers Must Control Markets. 

“Equity intends that the farmer shall 
take his place with the world’s produc- 
ers and fix a profitable price for his 
products. That can only be done by a 
plan of marketing products to control) 
and regulate the market prices. If our 
organization can teach the Boards of 
Trade that we don’t have to haul our 
products to market and wait for them 
to telegraph to St. Louis, Chicago or 
New York to see how much they will 
pay us for them, we will scare the world 
out of a vear’s growth.”’ 

About 500 delegates from different 
states are attending the convention. 
Their motto, which is conspicuously dis- 
mlayed on their hadges, and is wppermost 
in each delegate’s mind is ‘Profitable 
Prices for Farm Products.’ Tuesday's 
sessions were in the nature of a pre- 
liminary. The real work of the society 
began Wednesday, following the an- 
unal message of national president J. A. 
Everett of Indianapolis. 

The only Catholic Priest in attendance 
is Rev. Father John C. Touhy of Jones- 
herg, Mo... who was formerly rector of 
St. Patrick’s Parish in St. Louts. He is 
a delegate from the Jonesberg local so- 
ciety and will address the convention 
Wednesday night on ‘‘Economic Evolu- 
tion.*" He became interested in the or- 
ganization three vears ago, and has heen 
a diligent worker in behalf of the farm- 
ers since. He says that eguitvy means 
justice, and can be preached from any 
pulpit. He has assisted in organizing 
three societies near his home town, and 
is now assisting in founding two more. 


Priest Says He Will Ald.” 


“The consttution of the Society of 
Equity is broad enough to admit farm- 
ers and their friends and also business 
interests who will aid in the work and 
agree to support the constitution,”’ said 
Father Touhy to .a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. “The sound ethical price for 
any commodity is based upon the cost 
of production. If the farmers, by or- 
ganizing, can get a profitadle price for 
their products, commensurate with the 
cost of producing them, I do not be- 
lieve in excommunicating their s0- 
ciey by holding aloof from ft. I deem 
it my priestly duty to aid such an or- 
ganization @f it is within my power. 

Presdent Everett's annual message to 
the farmers was delivered at Wednes- 
day morning's session. 

“The farmers have been the pioneers 
who subdued the savages, cleared the 
forests, drained the swamps and lowered 
the mountains,” said he. “They have 
always kept, not only abreast of civiliza- 
tion in America, but ahead of it. 

“The law of perpetuation of the hu- 
man race is co-operation. The true law 
of business is co-operation. We see com- 
petition only in the case of farmers and 








weeds. 

“Before the organization of this s0o- 
ciety it was generally considered that 
what -one man, company, or corpora- 
tion gained in trade must be lost to 
another. This is not the case with the 
farmers. The more farmers gain, the 
more they will give in trade to others. 
The higher agriculture rises In the scale 
that measues industry, the more it will 
exalt, strengthen, and guarantee the in- 
tegrity of other useful industries and 
beneficial institutions.

“It is vital to the farmers to_ influ- 
ence profitable prices. The awakening 
is coming. The farmer infant has grown 
to the form and stature of a giant, as 
it slumhered.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.— - 
ficlal statement ig obtainabhe. necthohel 
information confirms the report that 
the President will appoint Attorney- 
General Willlam H. Moody of Massa- 
chusetts to the vacancy in 
bench made vacant'by the retirement of 
Associate Justice Henry B. Brown. 

The announced intention of the Presi- 
dent to appoint Mr. Moody to the Su- 
preme Court bench came as a surprise, 
as it was generally understood that he 
had eliminated the Attorney-General 
from consideration in that connection 
because of the fact mainly that Massa- 
chusetts already had “a representative 
on the bench in the person of Associate 
Justice Holmes. 

Mr. Moody’s nomination will be sent 
to the Senate when Congress convenes, 
but the general expectation is that he 
will not take his seat on the bench un- 
til about Jan. 1, when, as previously an- 
nounced, he expects to retire from the 
attorney-generalship.

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MILLIONAIRE WITH 
RAKE CHASED HEIR 


Brokaw Estate Suit Brings Out 
Story of Plow Maker’s 
Temper. 


IJAMS RESTORED PEACE 


Story Teller’s Suit for $8500 Is 
Coming to a Close at 
Bloomington. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BLOOMINGTON, IIL, Oct. 24.—Old 
Abram Hrokaw, plowmaker millionaire, 
chased a nephew and prospective heir 
off his premises with a rake in a fit of 
anger, the’ nephew admitted in testi- 
mony in the trial of the suit of Capt. 
Lewis J. Ijams against the estate for 
personal services as nurse, story-teller 
and anti-matrimonial agent for Bloom- 
ington’§ richest resident. 

‘Testimony for the estate was con- 
cluded today before Judge Russel in 
the County Court. The last witness was 
Capt. J. Li. Rowell, senior counsel for 
the estate. executor under Brokaw’s 
will and one of the millionaire’s ciosest 
friends. His direct examination Was 
completed yesterday afternoon, and 
cross examination began this morning. 
Tne nephew whom Brokaw drove from 
his home was William T. Brokaw, @4 
middle-aged farmer, who inherited 
$125,000 under the will. le was one of 
the chief spirits in contesting Capt. 
Ijams’ claim, which is for $8,500, and 
his direct. testimony tended to show 
that the veteran’s service to Brokaw 
was merely that of a nurse of ordinary 
ability. 

On cross-examination Brokaw was 
asked by Attorney Kerrick if his 
uncle had not once commanded him to 
leave his home. The nephew admitted 
he had. He said that while the old 
man was walking on the lawn in front 
of his home, shortly after the death of 
his wife, he (the witness) had offered 
to assist him; that the old man _ had 
lost his temper, declaring that his 
nephew was interfering, and had 
chased him from the lawn with a rake. 
The nephew appealed to Capt. Rowell, 
and Capt. Rowell sent for Capt. Ijams, 
wiio succeeded in gacifying the old 
mun and restoring a semblance ot 
peace. 

Sold His Uncle Buttermilk. 

“Didn’t your Uncle Abram object to 
having you around, anyhow?” Kerrick 
asked. 

“No, he didn’t,’’ said the nephew de- 
fiantly. 

“You drink a good deal, don’t you?” 

‘Yes, whenever I get a chance.” 

“Ang didn’t your Uncle Abram say 
he didn’t want you around because you 
were half drunk all the time?’’ 

“If he did I don’t know it.”’ 

The younger Brokaw said he took but- 
termilk to his uncle’s home three or 
four times a week from his farm. He 
always charged full price for the but- 
termilk and he paid full rent for the 
farm, which his uncle owned. 

* Y¥. Hamiiton, an attorney, who 
drew Brokaw’s will, testified that Bro- 
kaw was able to attend to his own 
business affuirs, and that Ijams did not 
do this for him. He admitted on cross- 
exaniination that Ijams had frequently 
deposited money for the _ millionaire, 
making entries in the bankbook and 
attending to the entire. matter. 

Capt. Rowell’s purpose~in testifying 
was the same as Hamilton’s—to show 
that Brokaw managed his own busi- 
ness. Objection was made to Rowell’s 
evidence as improper, since he is an at- 
torney in the case, but he contended 
that, as excutor of the estate, he is a 





present at the trial merely to advise the 
other counsel. He was allowed to Tfre- 
main on the stand. His direct testi- 
mony wus for the most part minute 
detail regarding the management of the 
Brokaw properties.

“I have stood over my books at times and sobbed quietly to myself, be- 
cause 1 have so longed for a little time to study, and the awful slavery cre- 
ated an intense feeling of despair that ate into my very soul. It is worse 
for educated girls. The uneducated don't seem to care so much. 

“Oh! I wish I could do something to help them and to raise myself, but 
I don't see any way out of it. I am @ slave. I shall watch your career with 


interest.” 

Another girl writes: 

‘T am surprised that another girl has had the same experience that I have 
had in this great and cruel world. I am so glad you had the courage to set 
forth your convictions in such a manner. May God bless you in the fullest.’’ 

There is but little more to this letter than I have quoted, and, although 
it is very brief compared with others, in its very brevity breathes a spirit 
of hopelessness that makes my heart bleed for the girl. I hope to see her

“T write to tell you how heartily I agree with you and every bit of what 
you believe. I, too, am a typewriter at the same salary, the same life, but 
I have never been courageous enough to come right out with what I believe 
as you have done. I am extremely literary, but my position in life prevents 
me from even knowing that I«<am, sometimes. The monotonous grind of the 
work-a-day world offers no more to me than it does to you. 

“Write to me, Miss Magie, I expect and want it. If you are in this eru- 
gade as I belicve you are, I know, I know I can help you. I don’t mean 
financially—not on $10 per—but in other ways, if you will let me.” 

“You are a thousand times better minded,’’ says another, ‘‘than your million 
sisters who daily offér themselves for sale. They often do it in such an under- 
hand way that it takes the real, genuine goodness out of the thing.” 

WILL WORK FOR HER SISTER SLAVES. 

The above are samples of some of the letters received from women in the 
game position as myself. I am interested in each and every one of them. I 
cried over their letters. My heart bigeds for them. But what can I do for 
them? Poor slaves, poor slaves! Who will give them the freedom and the op- 
portunity that I have found? No one, I fear. 

Tt is not geniuses the people are looking for, it is sensation. By accident I 
am the sensation of the day. It is a lucky accident, and I shall mak® the 
most of it. I shall work for you, my poor sisters in slavery. With sympathy 
and energy born of the memory of my own struggles I will work for you. If I 
could, I would—tf I ever can, I will—take you from your drudgery and place 
you where you belong; but in the meantime I must fight the system—the dam- 
nable social and economic system of modern slavery. Girls, I want you to 
think—think of the cause of your slavery and do what you can in the fight 
for freedom. : 

Who is the biggest slave owner in this country? John D. Rockefeller. Esti- 
mating his fortune at $100,000,000 and your salaries at $500 per annum, he is the 
owner of 200,000 slaves like you. Just think of that! One man in this country 
controls the lives and labors of 200,000 toillers whose average salary is $500 per 
annum. And why has he the power to do it? Because American citizens—the 
voters—in their infinite ignorance, give into the hands of a few the privilege 
of levying tribute upon the earnings of Others. We let them control our high- 
ways and other public institutions. But this is another story, and a long one, 
mand I cannot enter into it in the brief space allowed me here.
